Customs Tariffs. 

It. has already been explained that 
thesubjoot of customs tariffs is ono of 
two open questions to bo submitted to 
the popular ctioiuo, in connection with 
the main question of Confederation . Tho 
people of British Columbia will bo invit- 
ed to ohooae between tho retention of 
their present customs tariff until suoh 
time as overland railway oommuuicatiou 
with Canada shall have been established, 
and tho acoeptanoo of the Dominion 
tariff as the immediate result of union. 
Such being tho case, it becomos a matter 
of no little importance for the peoplo of 
British Columbia to well and oarefully 
consider the wholo subject of tariffs, 
with a viow to making a wise and in- 
telligent ohoico. It will bo well, in tho 
outset, to stale the case clearly, so that 
all the conditions surrounding tho choice 
may bo fairly uudorslood. The rotoi- 
UouTof our present tariff would not in- 
volve the right to alter or in any way 
deal thorowitb. It would continue in 
its integrity daring the five or seven 
years occupied in constructing tho Can- 
adian Pacific Eailway. Tho acceptance 
of tho Canadian tariff would not involvo 
inability to deal with it. On the con- 
trary, as the tondenoy of Canadian 
policy' is unmistakabi y in the diroction 
of lree trade, it is presumable that the 
tariff would undergo considerable reduce 
tion before the completion of railway 
communication. The ohoico will be 
presented in somo such form as tins : 
The Dominion Government agrees to the 
contin uance of our prosout tariff until 
British Columbia shall be connected 
with the railway system of Cauada; 
but it shall be compotont for the 
Legislature of British Cjlumbia 
at nny time within that period 
to accept the Dominion tariff in lieu 
thereof. For instance: tho Legislature 
to be called together, presumably in 
December, may chooso that the exten- 
sion ol the Canadian tariff to this Co- 
lony shall immediately follow as a re- 
sult of union. If it should not so choose, 
If follows that tho present tariff shall 
contiuue. But in this there will be no 
finality. The choice will be opou 
to every subsequent Legislature 
that may convene op lo the period of 
tho completion of tho railway. Thu> 
it vf ill be seen that a choioe of the Ca- 
nadian tariff once mado would be final 
and irrevocable; whereas, on tho other 
baud, tbe retention of our present ta« 
riff would simply bo tho act of one ses- 
sion, liable to bo roversod by tho next 
Again, tho retention of our present ta- 
riff would only afford protection as 
against foreign productions, wareB and 
merchandise. All productions, wares 
and manufactures of any part of the De* 
miuion would have free admission into 
this colony; hut foreign goods being 
imported inio any other part of the Do- 
minion, and bavins; paid duty therein, 
would, upon entering this p»rt of the 
D (minion, be liable to pay Buch further 
amount of dniy (if any) as would have 
be.-u k?iaole under our tariff had 
guob. good* been iu the first instance 
imoorted into this colony. To illus- 
trate : Spirits and strong waters im- 
ported directly into Britmb Columbia 
wuuld pay, "s at prest-nt, $2 oO for 
every proof gallon. Spirits and btroag 
waters imponud into, say, Munlroal 
woull pay SO coins a gallon, but if 
movL-d to this colony they would bo 
liable to pay an additional 31 70 per 
K al|o.\ And, as with spirits, so with 
everything elso. Wo have said that 
tho production- and manufactures of 
tho Dominiou would havo froo ontry 
here, just as much as if the present 
tariff were retained as if tae Canadian 
tariff prevailed. Possibly few of our 
readers folly roa'ize the magnitude of this 
provision, aud the revolution it is likoly to 
create in our trade, because tho extent 
and perfection to w bich Canadian manu- 
factures have been carried of late years 
is iutle understood. Whisky, tobac o, 
oigars, cloths, tweeds, tickings, Bheet- 
ingrt. shirtings, cottous, blankets, flan- 
nelB linens, calicoos, hats, caps, boots 
arid' shoes, India-rubber goods of all 
kinds, edged tools, saws, agtioultural 
and mining implements and machinery, 
nails, chains and cables, paints, sewing- 
machines, carriages, furniture, stov 8, 
tinware, harness and saddlery, leather, 
rope aud cordage, glass, furs, fishing- 
tackle of all kinds, firoarms, shot, gun- 
powder, salt, coal oil, sugars, soaps, 
candles, and many other articles WulCh 
do not occur to us at tho present mor 
mont, are now manufactured in Canada. 
It may bo said, in reply, that in many 
of these articles Canada could not hopo 
to compete with oldor manufacturing 
countries, CaUris paribus she could 
not; but when it is recollected that 
her manufactures would come iu ireo, 
while those of otbor countries would be 
mot with tho tariff— our high tariff, if 
retained— it must be admitted that this 
ftruumoat fails to too ground. Take, for in- 
atauce, the articla of whisky. Canadian 
whisky will compare favorab y with that ol 
other countries. Will auyouo deny that, 
with tho enormous advantage of $2 50 per 
Ballon it would drive all others out ol our 
markets? lndcod, wo uro disposed to think 
that it would groaily lake lbo place ol other 
linuors. Then, take dry-good.., upon every 
IriiolB io which the Canadian manufacturer 
would enjoy an advantage of 12^ per cent; 
Tnd it may bo stated that her blanket 
"weeds, aud grey cotton eoods can now com- 
pete with IbOM ol aoy country. On blanker., 
no .mall item in this colony, she would l.ay,- 
2 advantage of 15 per cent. It may bo said 
Snst Canadian blankets are too good for tho 



... 

Indian trade; but it cannot be doubted that 
with markets opening up in the North-Went 
and in British Columbia, ibe will adept the 
artiole lo the demand. Then, again, on 
boots and shoes she would havo an adraotage 
of 15 per cont., leather 20 per cent, euiidlory 
and buruaaa 20 per oeut., furniture 15 per 
cent. In short, she would hare from 15 to 
20 per oent. advantage on most of her 
manufactures, and far more than that on 
some of her natural productions ThuB it 
must be perfectly clear that, in any event, 
Canadian manulacturos would enter very 
largely into British Columbian consumption, 
after union ; aod it is equally obvious that 
tbey would enter moro largely uador the 
present tariff, should it be retained, than 
under the Canadian one, whioh is fully one- 
third lower. These aro considerations^ which 
muBt have their due aharo of inlluonce upon 
the choice about to ba made. The unin- 
formed or superficial mind is apt to iu away 
with a sott of ill-dcliood notiou thut by re- 
taining the present tariQ under union we 
shall perpetuate present protection on against 
all the world outBide ol Briliah Colombia. 
It will have been aeon, howover, that this is a 
rntBtake, at least in bo far as Canadian pro- 
ductions and manufactures are ooncerned. 
Our farmers and manufacturers would oou- 
tiuuo to erjoy protection as against the for- 
eign farmers and manufacturers, but they 
would be plaoed in direct competition with 
thoae of the Dominion, having only the ele ■ 
meut of distance in their lavor. 



Dominiou Mail Summary. 



Our Canadian files are to the 1st inat. It 
has already been stated that a dead. look bad 
taken place in tho mailer of the arbitra- 
tion between the Provinces of Ontario and 
Quebec. Keoalciterant Qucbtc now asks 
Ontario to wait until Judge Day's successor 
shall have been appointed, and no futthor 
obstruction is anticipated. Somo of the 
ministerial papers are nankins merry over 
the phenomenon of prniBr to Sir George 
Cartier in the Toronto i lobe, and there are 
those who imagine tbey can discover in thia 
certain politioal designs having in view the 
early return to active poliiioal life of the Hon 
George Brown. We gn ally fear Mr Brown 
can never command tha confidence of the 
French party; nor do we believo be will 
aver bring much strength to any Cabinet, 
muon less leud one. A man of high prin- 
ciples and undoubted ability, it would appear 
as though he cannot undo the mistake of 1865, 
when he turned his baok in a pet upon a 
Cabinet of whioh he should have continued 
one of the most useful and influential mem- 
bers. Earl Granville's deapalobes to Sir 
Jobo Young, respecting the repulse of the 
lato Fenian invasion, have been puliehed. 
The following extracts thereirom may no' 
prove altogether dovoid of ioteieat ; "1 have 
perused with pesuliat jplea9ureCaptGa«coine'8 
aosountjof the gafisn |on Jthe MUsissiquoi, 
frontier, and his te»ti' ony to the alacrity, 
patience, dicipline ano mrago ot the young 
Canadians on whom it . I to repel this crimi-

Sotne of tho principal new*, 
papers ani advert iu very strong terms upon 
tbe general amnesty esteudiuj; to Kiel ami 
his co-rebels. Tbo Toronto TehirapA, au 
influential ministerial paper, in r ;rring to 
the fact that ' the whole gang of lied Rivur 
ruffians have boeD pardoned,' says.- 'Her 
Majesty baa boeo pleased to grant an am- 
nesty, which iooludes every offender iu Mani- 
toba, from Bishop Tache down. They are 
all pardoned. It is a sort of goneral ju.il 
delivery.

improvod by a two yet s residence ib the 
State prison. 1'he price of Hour to Canada 
hud risen one dollar o barrel in oonaequenee 
of tbo Franco -Prusaiao war. A 1'oronto 
contemporary notices tho arrival of a Nova 
Mid minor with 818,000, the prcooods of his 
operations. The Muuioipul taxes ol tho town 
oi Coburg, are placed at the enormous rate 
ol four shillings and eight peuoe to the £

The stoamer Oneenta.whilo on hor passage 
down tbo Columbia, on Tuesday, the 9th 
inst., reaching a point about bovon miles above 
Vancouvor, encountered a black bunr swim- 
ming across the stream. Tho boat stopped aud 
lay-to. Bruin was about half way across tho 
river, making for Wash ington Torritory shore, 
(runs, pistols, blundorbuases and spy-glasses 
were brought into requisition by purtios on 
tbe boat, and a hot lire was opuned. The 
en^'moer finally succeeded in carry of honors 
by inflicting the initial wound — a ball from 
his largo^sized dragoon pistol lodging In tbo 
shoulder of tho boar. Bruin enragod showed 
fight — his point of attack being the whool of 
tbe boat, upon which bo made a vigorous 
flank movement, but failed to malto much of 
an impression — evidently not being able to 
' paddlo bis own canoe.' A boat was now 
loworoi from tho Uneonta, manned, nnd nn 
advance made on liruiu's roar. Tho movement 
being a little cautious and dilatory, bis bear- 
ship succeeded io climbing the paddles and 
reaching the shaft. At this point tlio engin- 
eer opened a trap on the whoebhouse — a 
masked battery — and firod a second succussful 
shot, which caused Bruin to evacuate tho po3i-- 
tion and drop into tbo river. Ho drifted Ur- 
stern, was overta en and killed by a third and 
final shot from tbo unerring pistol of the on- 
giuoer, taken on board by lbo boat's crow nnd 
brought to this city as a trophy. — Portland 
Bulletin.

General Nicolas Auue Theodule Clian- 
garnier. 

Tho departure of Uen Chaogarnier to tbe 
front and bis cordial reception by tbe Em- 
peror, >ue strikingly significant of a change in 
the conduct ol the war. This veteran officer 
ia now in tbe 77th year of his age. He dis. 
tioguishod himsell in Algiers, gaining pro- 
motion for gallantry on the battlu field. In 
1848 he beoume Governor General of Al- 
giers under the provisional government of 
tbe Republic, and soon alter was elected a 
member of tbe Constituent Assembly lor the 
Department of tbe Loire. Leaving Algiers 
be went to Paris, where he participated tocn 
sp cuously in the important events that 
transpired tbere. He took an aotive part in 
suppressing the insurrection of June, 1848, 
which nsulted in General Cavaignao nsaurn- 
iug the dictatorship. After the elevation ol 
Louis Napoleou to the Presidency, Changar- 
nior waB plaoed in command of tbo ei tire 
military force in Paris. By the excellence 
of hu arrangements and the vigor of bis 
movements be crushed the attempted insur- 
rection of June 1840, witb but small sacrifice 
ol lile. In 1850 be was removed from bis 
command, some assert because Napoleon aud 
his Ministers were jealous of Changaruier's 
influanoe and popularity with the people, 
others insist that it was beoanao he enter- 
tained designs upon the office of President. 
But whatever tbe reaaon, it is certain that 
the opponeots of Napulecn regarded him as 
thoir leader and be was put forward by the 
conservative presa as a candidate for tbe 
Pr stdenoy. The coup a'elat of December, 
1851, prevented bis oandidaoy from amount- 
ing to anything. Soon alter he waa arrett- 
ed and imprisoned, but was, soon released. 
He iben retired to Belgium, where he re- 
mained in exile until recently, when he re- 
turned to Prance. Notwithstanding bis op- 
position to tbe Emperor bo has always been 
bijjhlT esteemed by Napoleon who, in 1859, 
promoted iim to the rank of Grand Officer 
of tbe Legion of Honor. His reoonoiliation 
witb the Emperor and present position as a 
supporter of France in the war witb Pru^ta 
are faots whose impoitaooe cannot be over- 
estimated. While General Cbangarnier, oo 
account of bis advaooed age, can bardly be 
expected to take the field in active warfare, 
he will, as commander ol the reserves, un- 
doubtedly render great aeivice lo France and 
be a valuable addition to the military couu- 
oi 1 j of ibe Emperor.
